Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 29-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 29 and 41, the use of "reduced" is indefinite given no reference point. It 
is unclear relative to what the force is reduced. 

In claims 30 and 42, the phrase "are such as create" is vague and confusing 
language. 

In claim 44, the reference of "42, d" is unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 29,30,37-42,51 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Derrick-5046491 . 

Derrick discloses a device and method of use including a tube with a first nasal 
prong 102 for receiving exhaled gases; an oxygen delivery tube 98 having two inlets 
(one of which is the inlet into cannula connected to tube 98 at region 18 in fig. 4) and 
the other can be any of 96, 1 00, 1 08, 1 04. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 33-36 and 45-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Derrick-'491 in view of Dickerman, et al. -51 13857. 

Derrick discloses the invention as claimed with the exception of the filter in one of 
the inlets. Dickerman discloses that it was known to provide filters in the oxygen delivery 
line. It would have been obvious to place a filter in the oxygen delivery line in order to 
ensure breathing gas free from contaminants. The specific placement in the inlet 
identified at 18 in fig. 4 would have been obvious given it is in the oxygen delivery line 
and prior to any oxygen outlet orifice. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 31,32,43,44,49 and 50 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
